At the Board’s meeting on June 25 th , we would like to discuss two matters related to Water/Sewer rates with 
the Board, receive feedback, and then return at a future meeting to request the Board’s action. These two 
matters are as follows: 

FY19 Water/Sewer Rates 

As described in the attached memorandum from Michael Rademacher, we plan to ask the Board for a both a 
water and sewer rate increase for FY19. This will be the first time in five years that the Board has been 
asked to consider a water/sewer rate increase. We would like to present the justification for this proposed 
increase to you at Monday’s meeting, receive feedback from you, and then return at the July 16 th meeting 
and request your approval of the proposed increase. This will allow for the increase to go into effect for 
September 1 st . 

MWRA Debt Shift Rollback Analysis 

As the Board may recall, it has long expressed an interest in analyzing a reduction in the MWRA debt shift 
to coincide with the issuing of excluded debt related to the Gibbs School, Minuteman School, and the 
anticipated High School project. Attached to this agenda item are charts demonstrating existing and 
anticipated excluded debt and further charts demonstrating various scenarios for rolling back the MWRA 
debt shift and the impact that it would have on both tax rates and water/sewer rates. We would like to 
discuss these analyses with the Board, receive feedback, and then return at a future meeting to propose 
Board action.

FY19 Water/Sewer Billing Recommendations 


Adam- 

The following is my recommendation for FY19 Water/Sewer billing rates. I would like for us to discuss this with 
the Select Board at its meeting on June 25 th , and then hopefully ask them for approval of this proposal at the 
Board meeting on July 16 th . This would allow for rate changes to go into effect on September 1 st . 


FY19 rates; I recommend we raise water rates by 5% and Sewer Rates by 4.5%: 

Arlington has not had a rate increase for either water or sewer use since FY 14. Despite annual increases in the 
MWRA’s water and sewer assessments of approximately 4% as well as increases in Arlington Public Works 
operation costs, rates have remained level during that time. The single most reason for this is an increase in water 
demand over the same period. When rates were being studied in FY13, the trend for usage was heading down 
with a low in FY 12 of 1,130,196 ccf’s. Based on this downward trend, the rate study used a number of 1,127,304 
to develop and recommend a rate structure for FY 14 and future years. In fact, the usage picked up a bit and has 
been rather level from FY 14 to now hovering around 1,240,000 ccf s. This increase in actual consumption over 
estimated has allowed us to keep rates level while expenses increased. 

We are now at a point where our expenses have caught up with and exceed the revenues of the rates set back in 
FY 14. Without a rate increase in FY 19, it is estimated that revenues collected in FY 19 would be approximately 
$500,000 short of expenses. 

It is expected that similar increases will be necessary for subsequent years as well. The driver of these increases 
is predominantly caused by increases to the MWRA water and sewer assessments charged to the Town. There are 
some positive developments at the MWRA which may allow the assessment increases to be reduced in future 
years as the Authority begins to climb down the backside of the debt it acquired as part of the court mandated 
Deer Island sewer plant renovations. If these reductions are realized, future Arlington increases may also be able 
to be reduced as well.

Sidewalk Cafe Permit for Town Tavern, 193 Massachusetts Avenue. 


It appears from the attached diagram and a completed survey of the outdoor dining location 
proposed by Town Tavern, 193 Massachusetts Avenue that all conditions pertaining to 
accessibility of sidewalk dining are in compliance with federal and state regulations. 

In order to be in compliance with regards to outside dining the absolute minimum clear 
accessible pedestrian path of travel along the sidewalk must be at least 36" excluding curb 
stones. The Arlington Commission on Disability however would prefer that the accessible path 
of travel be at least 48", but the Massachusetts Architectural Access Board and the Americans 
with Disabilities Act Architectural Guidelines require a minimum accessible path of 36". The 
proposed accessible path of travel at Town Tavern, 193 Massachusetts Avenue will as 
proposed be 4'. Possible obstructions on the sidewalk that could affect compliance that will 
need to be watched are tables, chairs, other furniture, planters, etc. In addition a portion (5%), 
but not less than one, of available seating must be wheelchair accessible. The Disability 
Commission recommends to the Board of Selectmen that a compliance monitoring process be 
developed in addition to employee training for all restaurant employees to ensure that 
accessibility is maintained after the permitting process.

1. ) Fee: An annual permit fee of $50.00 payable to the Town of Arlington filed with the Selectmen's Office. 

The Board may prorate its fee for applicants in their initial term to reflect the number of months the 
permit sought will be held. 

2. ) Site Plan : Furnish a Site Plan (scale diagram) showing the location of tables, chairs, umbrellas, trash 

receptacles, heaters, barricades, as well as a picture or photograph of the proposed furniture in 
compliance with the following requirements: 

• No person or entity shall cause to be placed within the public ways any furniture without 
applying for a permit and receiving approval from the Board of Selectmen of the Town. This 
permit shall be considered separate and distinct from others issued by the Town, including 
those for common victuallers. 

• Ordinarily, the location of the sidewalk cafe must be directly in front of the business operating 
the cafe, and may not extend beyond the side property lines. It shall be sited as close to the 
building facade as practicable and in no event to exceed twelve (12) feet from the food service 
door of the establishment. 

o Under limited circumstances, sidewalk cafe areas may be approved adjacent to a storefront, 
grouped at a distance from the storefronts, or allowed in both positions if a scaled plan 
showing dimensions clearly establishes: 














a) The requested location(s) create the least obstruction for pedestrian access to 
storefronts, crosswalks and pedestrian circulation, and/or 

b) the location does not extend substantially beyond the side edges of the business 
(allowing for up to 10 feet of latitude where landscaping, public facilities, utility 
poles or adjacent seating areas obstruct the front of the business premises), 
and/or 

c) no more than 256 square feet of the public way would be cordoned off for 
establishments serving liquor unless the Board determines from the scaled site 
plan (with dimensions shown) and photos that additional square footage for 
outdoor seating would not leave less than 36" to the nearest barrier, would not 
impede circulation, and would not preclude other allowed desirable uses for the 
public space, and 

d) in every case, the additional seating does not violate zoning, building, or other 
code as determined by the Director of Inspectional Services. 

• Further, Tables, chairs, benches, food equipment shall be located so that they do not impede, 
endanger or interfere with pedestrian traffic, with a minimum width of three (3) feet and a 
recommended width of four (4) feet of unobstructed passage for pedestrian traffic. 

• In addition, no sidewalk cafe furniture shall be affixed, erected, installed, placed, used or 
maintained within five (5) feet of any marked or unmarked crosswalk or handicapped ramp; or 
within five (5) feet of any fire hydrant, fire lane, call box, or bus stop. 

• Unlicensed furniture within the public ways of the Town will be subject to removal with the cost 
thereof to be borne entirely by the owner. In addition, fines may be imposed by the Board of 
Selectmen not to exceed $100 for removal, storage or destruction. 

• No fixtures or devices on which food or beverages are sold or consumed shall be attached to the 
sidewalk or other public area. The property owner is responsible for the restoration of the 
sidewalk or public-right-of-way if any damage is caused by the sidewalk cafe. Physical barriers 
bordering/framing a sidewalk cafe may not exceed four (4) feet in height. 

• Lighting for sidewalk cafes is subject to approval during the permitting process. Tabletop lighting 
may include candles and battery-operated fixtures. 

• Well-designed physical barricades surrounding/framing sidewalk cafes are strongly encouraged. 

3.) Insurance : The applicant restaurant-owner shall furnish a certificate of insurance providing commercial insurance 
coverage for bodily injury, death, disability, and property damage liability in the following amounts: 

• At least $1,000,000 per occurrence and $3,000,000 annual aggregate for any restaurant serving alcohol as part 
of its use of sidewalk cafe space; or 




• At least $300,000 per occurrence and $900,000 annual aggregate for restaurants which are either not licensed 
to serve alcohol or restaurants which attest that they will not serve alcohol as part of their use of sidewalk 
cafe space. 

The Town of Arlington shall be named as an additional insured on a primary, noncontributory basis for any liability 
arising directly or indirectly from the operation of a sidewalk cafe. In the event the insurance is cancelled, the permit 
holder has 24 hours to reinstate the insurance or the permit shall be revoked. The permit holder shall immediately 
inform the Selectmen's Office if insurance under this provision is revoked and shall not operate the sidewalk cafe until 
insurance is restated in accordance with this requirement. An insurance certificate naming the Town as an additional 
insured must be provided to the Office of the Board of Selectmen before any Sidewalk Cafe/Outdoor Seating Area will 
be issued. 

4. ) Indemnification and Acknowledgement of Rights : The applicant restaurant-owner shall also furnish a signed 
agreement to indemnify the Town of Arlington for its use of public property as a sidewalk cafe/outdoor seating from any 
and all claims that may be brought against the Town in connection with such use. Such a signed agreement shall also 
acknowledge the Town's rights with respect to its property and the limitations of the permit (attached hereto). 

5. ) Compliance Requirements : By signing this application, the Applicant agrees to accept and comply with the following 
requirements: 

• All services provided to sidewalk cafe customer and customer activity must occur within the 
designated sidewalk cafe area. 

• Permit holder is responsible for proper supervision of the sidewalk cafe in order to ensure the 
requirements of this section are met. 

• Permit holders must ensure that the requirements for operation are met. These include: 
o Patrons must wear shoes and shirts at all times. 

o All sidewalk cafes must maintain at least one opening for ingress and egress at all times. All 
sidewalk cafes shall abide by all requirements of the currently adopted International Building 
Code and the American's with Disabilities Act. 

o To the extent applicable, sidewalk cafes must adhere to all regulations pertaining to food and 
beverage enforced by the Board of Health and Board of Selectmen, 
o All areas within and surrounding a sidewalk cafe must be maintained in a clean, neat, and 
sanitary condition. 

o All permit holders shall be required to abide by all federal, state, and local laws, 
o Outdoor alcohol service (and food service when alcohol is served outdoors) shall conclude at 
or before 10:00 p.m. Sunday through Thursday, and at or before 11:00 p.m. Friday and 
Saturday. 

6. ) Other Regulations : By receiving a sidewalk cafe/outdoor seating permit, restaurants are not exempted from other 
federal, state, and local laws and regulations. Among other regulations, permit holders must comply with local zoning 
and state building code requirements and Board of Selectmen alcohol service regulations. Applicants are strongly 
advised to ensure their plans comply with zoning and state building requirements by contacting Inspectional Services. 






7.) Revocation : The sidewalk cafe permit may be revoked for failure to maintain the standards required for the initial 
permit. A notice of intent to revoke a sidewalk cafe permit shall be given in writing 10-days prior to actual revocation 
and shall specify the area or areas of failure to meet requirements and maintain conditions the Town may have 
imposed. If, during that period, proof of compliance is made to the satisfaction of designated Town Inspectors by the 
holder of the permit, the permit shall be continued in force. 

• Applicant certifies that all current property taxes due on its licensed premises are paid if property is owned by 
the Applicant. 

• Applicant agrees to permit the Town to periodically verify the accuracy of information contained in this 
Application and agrees to provide information requested to verify the accuracy of the information and the 
Certifications contained in this Application. 

8.) Term & Non-Transferability : Each Sidewalk Cafe Permit is valid for one calendar year from the January 1 st 

through December 31st and is non-transferable.

The residents of 25 - 47 James Street submit the attached petition to the Board of Selectmen (the 
"Board") to fill the potholes and provide temporary patching to the section of James Street abutting our 
properties. 

The Board may vote to direct the Town Manager to make temporary repairs to private ways. Temporary 
repairs shall be limited to the filling of potholes, temporary patching, skimcoating, armor coating and 
grading of dirt roadways providing however, in the case of said grading, the petitioners agree to enter 
into a contract with a private contractor or the Town to pave the roadway forthwith. (Title III, Article 3: 
Section 2 of the Arlington Town Bylaws). 

In determining the advisability of making temporary repairs the Board shall take into consideration the 
following factors: 

A. The accessibility of the properties on the private ways to emergency vehicles such as police, fire 
and rescue. 

B. The volume of traffic that utilizes the private way i.e. deadend as opposed to feeder or connecting 
streets. 

C. The percentage of abutters on the particular private way petitioning the Board for the repairs. 

D. The number of years that the way shall have been open to public use. 

E. Such other considerations that the Board deems appropriate." (Title III, Article 3: Section 3 of the 
Arlington Town Bylaws). 

Based on this criteria, the Board should vote to direct the Town Manager to make temporary repairs to 
the section of James Street abutting our properties. 

The potholes measure over six inches in depth and are more than three feet wide. They will 
impede emergency vehicles from traveling on James Street. 

James Street connects Thesda Street to the Winchester town line, and is regularly used by the 
public. The Winchester portion of James Street is regularly maintained and free of potholes. 

One hundred percent of the abutters of this section of James Street have petitioned the Board 
to fill the potholes and provide temporary patching. 

James Street has been open to public use for more than 50 years.

Aeronaut Brewing Company is proposing a series of outdoor beer gardens throughout the summer of 
2018. These beer gardens would be located on Whittemore Park, utilize one parking space in the Russell 
Common lot, be staffed by seven Aeronaut Brewing Company employees, and have a maximum capacity 
of 250 people. 

Operations: The proposed beer garden would be open on the following dates: 

July (Saturdays only) 7,14, 21, 28; August (Saturdays and Sundays) 4, 5,11,12,18, 19, 25, 26; and 
September (Saturdays and Sundays) 1, 2, 8, 9,16, 22, 23, 29, 30. 

Saturday hours would be 12-8 p.m. and Sunday hours would be 12-7 p.m. At least one but as many as 
two Arlington-based food vendors will be located inside the beer garden to provide food service to 
patrons; please see attached Request for Proposals to Arlington Restaurants from Aeronaut Brewing 
Company. Aeronaut would also hire musicians to play, adding an entertainment amenity to the event. It 
would meet a goal of the Arts and Culture Action Plan to activate under-utilized Town properties with 
programs and events. 

Bathrooms in the Cutter Gallery will be accessible to beer garden patrons and staffed by a room monitor 
who is an employee of the Town. Aeronaut will reimburse the Department of Planning and Community 
Development for this staff person's wages. A porta-potty will also be placed outside the entrance to the 
Cutter Gallery. Wayfinding signage will be posted at the entrance to the beer garden and at points of 
sale within, directing beer garden patrons to use those bathrooms only. If at any point during the season 
it is clear that there are lines for the bathrooms. Aeronaut will pay for 2 additional porta-potties and 
have allocated space for them in the parking space that will house their storage pod. They are also going 
to place temporary bike racks on Old Mystic Street directly up against the fencing for the park. An ADA- 
compliant 4-foot clearance will be maintained on Old Mystic Street and at the entrance to the beer 
garden at all times. In addition, all promotional materials will include a site map and instructions to park 
vehicles in the municipal lots and at the beer garden bike racks. 


The Town of Arlington's Department of Planning and Community Development is committed to 
measuring the economic impact of hosting this pop-up event in Arlington Center. As such, a survey will 
be available to all beer garden patrons that will measure their spending activity in town. A copy of that 


survey is included in this memo. The Town's Economic Development Coordinator is also working with 
local merchants to provide a map of area businesses to be available for beer garden patrons. Some local 
merchants plan to offer special promotions to beer garden patrons who come to their business wearing 
their beer garden wristband (see Security Plan below). A listing of those promotions will also be 
available to beer garden patrons in order to encourage them to shop at local businesses and dine at 
local restaurants. 


Fees: Aeronaut will pay a one-time $400 permit fee to the Town of Arlington for use of the park on the 
dates listed above as well as $432 in parking fees for the space allocated to a storage pod and additional 
porta-potties. They will also bear all of the costs for operating the event with the exception of the 
seasonal food permits from the Health Department for the food vendors. 


Security Plan: Access to the beer garden will be restricted to an entrance on Mass Ave near the brick 
alleyway down to the Russell Common lot. Emergency egress would be allowed through the access point 
to the park at the corner of Mass Ave and Mystic Street. All gaps in the fencing (at corner of Mass Ave 
and Mystic and on Mass Ave near the Cyrus Dallin Museum sign), with the exception of the entry/egress 
at the corner of Mass Ave and Old Mystic Street, will be blocked by crowd control fencing. There will be 
an Aeronaut Brewery staff person who is trained to check identification stationed at the entrance. 
Aeronaut will have TlPS-certified beer servers, and will always have at least one Crowd Control certified 
member of staff on duty. Children under the age of 21 will only be allowed into the beer garden under 
the supervision of a parent or guardian. After identification is checked, beer garden patrons who are 21 
years of age or older will be given a wristband. Per ABCC regulations, each wristband-wearing patron 
will only be allowed to purchase 2 drinks at a time. Aeronaut staff will be stationed at the exit to assure 
that no one leaves the beer garden with any alcoholic beverages; all beers must be consumed inside the 
beer garden. Signage will be posted stating that no outside alcoholic beverages are allowed inside the 
beer garden. Aeronaut Brewing Company has a successful track record of hosting public events in 
Arlington (Town Day 2017 and Old Schwamb Mill's Oktoberfest) and in surrounding communities. 
Aeronaut will secure liquor liability insurance with the Town named as additional insured in the amount 
of $1,000,000. 


Maintenance Plan: All trash will be removed from the site at the end of each day and disposed of by 
Aeronaut.

I. About the series 

Aeronaut is planning a series of events featuring talented musicians, accompanied by local food 
and craft beer. These events would be family friendly, daytime events with a real emphasis on 
music and local arts and culture. We believe this will be a vibrant and economically beneficial 
set of summer events for Arlington residents and businesses. 

The proposed music series and beer garden would be open on Saturdays (12-8 pm), and 
Sundays (12-7 pm) throughout the summer of 2018 selling both alcoholic and non-alcoholic 
drinks (Saturdays only in July, Saturdays and Sundays in August and September). 

Aeronaut will be programming the music series to feature two local or regional acts each day. 
Aeronaut will also be operating the bar, serving its own beer alongside local ciders and 
occasional guest taps. Aeronaut will be responsible for setup and breakdown of the event, 
security, beer service, entertainment, and promotion. 

The event space will be permitted for an estimated 250 occupants, and we anticipate welcoming 
at least 500 guests per day. As this is our first summer running this event series, this number is 
somewhat uncertain. 

II. Food vendor request 

It is Aeronaut’s strong wish to bring in local food vendors to represent the Arlington culinary 
scene and provide food and non-alcoholic drinks to attendees. Aeronaut seeks a vibrant, 
professional, independent food vendor to provide a limited menu of food and non-alcoholic drink 
items appropriate for a beer garden setting. We intend to choose three vendors to each provide 
approximately 1 month worth of food vending on consecutive event dates. 

We will allocate a space of approximately 15’x15’ for the selected food vendor(s) within the 
licensed beer garden & event space. 



III. Food vendor requirements 


Participating food vendors must: 

• Provide their own food, service equipment, staff, POS system, tent, tables and signage. 

• Plan logistics for transporting food and serving guests in an efficient manner. 

• Obtain their own Seasonal Food Permit from the Town of Arlington Department of Health 
and Human Services, as well as any other required permits. Permit applications for 
the month of July must be submitted by June 29. 

• Provide certificate of liability insurance with a minimum coverage of $3M naming TBD 
Brewing LLC d/b/a Aeronaut Brewing Co. as additional insured for all dates of vending. 

• Set up and break down their own vending site each day. 

• Operate during all open hours of the event, a requirement of our temporary alcohol 
permit. 

• Provide adequate food and drinks for all attendees. 

• Handle all food waste within their service area. 

• Leave their service area trash-free and clean of all debris from the event. 

• Provide at least 3 distinct food menu items. 

• Provide at least 1 vegetarian option (and ideally a vegan option). 

• Vend water and at least 2 additional non-alcoholic beverages (note that Aeronaut will 
also intend to provide free tap water). 

IV. Additional Information 

A. Expected dates of operation 

Opening date is tentatively slated for July 7. Scheduled operating dates are as follows: 
July 7, 14, 21,28. August 4, 5, 11, 12, 18, 19, 25, 26. September 1,2, 8, 9, 16, 22, 23,

Aeronaut expects to choose three vendors for 7 dates each. Vendor A will operate for all 
event dates from July 7 through August 11. Vendor B will operate for all event dates from 
August 12 through September 2. Vendor C will operate for all event dates from 
September 8 through September 30. However, depending on response rate, we may 
select a single vendor for more than 7 dates.

I'm writing to express my opposition to the idea of a 
beer garden in Arlington Center. While it's laudable to 
attract foot traffic, this method wouldn't benefit the 
town much. More importantly, it's a missed opportunity 
to solve two problems with one solution. 

A beer garden would compete with local businesses much 
more than it would help bring patrons to them. It would 
put undue demands on public restrooms. It might attract 
many bicyclists who don't want to drive after drinking, 
but where would they park their bikes? And that's not to 
mention that biking is even less safe while intoxicated 
than driving is! 

My main concern with the beer garden is that it excludes 
the very group that the town should be trying hardest to 
serve: those who are below legal drinking age but too 
cool to hang out with their parents. Teens are at high 
risk of developing damaging habits like underage 
drinking, smoking, and drug abuse. Arlington could help 
to mitigate that risk by offering programs that might 
appeal to those teens. 

Let's welcome people of all ages to Whittemore Park and 
other public spaces in Arlington with concerts, or DIY 
workshops, or talent shows, or dances. A beer garden 
might be nice a couple of days a year, but not every 
weekend, all weekend.

Just some responses to recent posts: 

1) community? Unlike most European beer parks this one will not have tables and chairs. You can sit on the ground or 
stand and drink beer. The entire park will be cordon off and those under twenty-one will not be able to use the park unless 
they are supervised by their parents. For instance, my 20 year old daughter will no longer be able to hang there with her 
friends eating ice cream cones weekends until the end of September. The loud music (when they have it) will not lead to 
productive conversations. It is unlikely, parents will want to bring their small children to play on the railroad tracks which will 
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be mostly covered by a music stage. 


The entire intent I was told by an Arlington business owner was to get out-town bicycle riders on the bike path to stop to 
drink beer and then buy stuff at Arlington Center businesses. I am not sure how likely that will be for the businesses, but 
the whole event is to create a new source of customers, not for community-building. When I asked him about the people 
who use the park now for shade and other quiet activities on Saturdays and Sundays in the summer, especially the seniors 
who live in the two nearby senior housing, he told me that they can just walk to another park. 


2) monetary gain? The beer selling proposal is all about monetary gain but not for the taxpayers of Arlington. The 250 beer 
drinkers each day and night (the number cited by the Somerville company) will create a great deal of wear and tear on the 
park and, for course, the two bathrooms in the historic house (think of 250 people using your back yard every Saturday 
and Sunday for three months and your bathrooms). Four hundred dollars will not nearly cover for the needed repairs and 
additional maintenance of this intense use. The town manger told the Select Board that he wanted this beer business to 
succeed so he didn't want to ask for any significant amount of money. In effect, we are all financially supporting this startup 
effort. 


At the final design presentation for the Whittemore Park last night, it became clearer and clearer to me that the redesign of 
the Whittemore Park was to ready it for this commercial use. And who will pay for this very expensive rebuild and the same 
as being asked to approve two large tax increases next Spring? The taxpayers of Arlington who, at the same time, will be 
extremely limited in their traditional use of the park during the most heavily use of parks -- summer weekends. 


Essentially, the park will now be privatized and no longer a public park yet supported by public funds. The Select Board will 
make their finally decision on the Somerville Beer Company's 30 plus permits (one for each 8-10 hour day) for $400 on 
Monday night.

Subject: Beer Garden: privatizing a public space, proposal for Whittemore Park 


To Board of Selectmen: 

I write as an Arlington resident, neighbor to Whittemore Park and frequent 
pedestrian user of this public space. 

I am concerned that the town seeks to lease this limited resource, a public shaded 
park with functional benches to a commercial entity for their exclusive use for the 
entirety of summer and September weekends. I strongly oppose this proposal. 
Whittemore Park, as all town parks and green spaces are public resources 

• Why would public recreational resources be monetized to the exclusion 
of public use and for the income generating business activities of a 
brewery during prime outdoor weather in summer and September? 

• In the immediate area there are no other similar sized spaces offering 
shaded park benches. 

• Uncle Sam Plaza offers a level area, designed with gatherings in mind, was 
this considered as a location? 

• $400 would this fee be for each day? Otherwise it seems low. What fee was 
charged for events at Town garden, for weddings for example? 

• Has safely been considered at this high trafficked intersection: 

° bikes 
° pedestrians 

° bike trailers with children inside 
° consumers of alcohol 

• Wear and tear on Whittemore Park 

° Has a study been done to anticipate potential hazards to participants as 
well as potential degradation of existing park amenities? This is not a 
'beer garden' with tables and food service and adequate public 
restrooms. The proposal may be viewed by some as a kegger at a busy 
town intersection in a park without level surfaces, with embedded train 
tracks, tree root strewn slopes and a couple of porta potties. 

• Would this be precedent setting? 

° Could a single entity organization rent out Menotomy Rocks Park for 
exclusive use on a weekend, or all weekends in summer? Or a competing 
brewery for instance rent out for exclusive use Robbins Hill Park for all 
summer weekends? Why then Whittemore Park? 
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• Has the town considered a trial run of one July Saturday 4pm to 8pm, thereby 
not competing with local businesses? 

° This time frame would allow summer daytime weekend use of the 
park by the public. 

• Has the town considered hosting monthly arts and crafts fairs in this space 
and in the adjoining parking lot on the former town green? Please reference 
the Davis Flea in nearby Somerville as an example. This activity attracts a 
young demographic which spends money at the Davis Flea and at nearby 
coffee spots and brunch places. 

• Has the town considered using the now paved town green, for Saturday 
evening dance gatherings? Or a centralized summer long weekend 
PorchFest? Or even as the location of this proposed activity? Locate it 
in the center of the parking lot behind Whittemore Park. That is the 
underutilized space, not the park. 

Thank you for your thoughtful consideration of my concerns.

Dear Members of the Select Board, 

After following discussions of the recent proposal for a “beer garden” in the 
Whittemore Park it is clear that there are many aspects of it that are 
unsatisfactory while at the same time there is some rapturous enthusiasm. I 
am sure that you would not wish any action you take to be viewed as a Top- 
down Trumpian edict forcing the cordoning off of this tiny public green 
space — the only one in our Town Center - for every summer weekend 
banning from it our most precious Town resource — our young adults (school 
and college students on vacation and young soldiers or sailors on leave after 
active duty-1 have had some of those in my family) unless accompanied by 
someone over 21. Our parks are precious and few. It is suiprising that the 
Parks and Recreation Commission has not raised appropriate objections to 
this use of our most centrally located pocket park (none of them have 
responded to my enquiries). There are statutory responsibilities here. The 
park use for a one-weekend private profit-making entity could be entirely 
appropriate but not all summer weekends especially when some thousands 
of young people (members of the public) are barred from this public area. 

Accordingly I would like to suggest that the Board consider establishing the 
Select Board Beer Garden at the Town Hall parking lot. This would 
enable access to plenty of toilets and the 252 seats that we town meeting 
members use would be available for the use of the anticipated 250 patrons. 
This location would resolve the oft-mentioned problems of toilets and 
seating. The paved parking lot location is also much more appropriate for 
beer gardens since heavy use would destroy the grass at Whittemore Park. 
Water fountains are available at Town Hall (and, as an aside, should be 



provided in Arlington Center). In addition unlike the Whittemore Park 
proposal with its depressing security checks and personnel requirements the 
Select Board Beer Garden would not be quite so jarring for our rejected 
young people since the area is screened from the Avenue by plantings at the 
very pretty Dallin - ornamented flagpole. For young people the event would 
be less in-your-face than at the Town Center. I realize that your first priority 
may not be the young people of Arlington since they cannot vote but they 
are a priority for many of us. I realize that you desire to attract bikers from 
the Minuteman Bikeway to the proposed venue. This could be achieved for 
the Select Board Town Hall Beer Garden by appropriate signage on the path 
but I question the wisdom of this desire since I am quite sure that if I were to 
get on my bike after a couple of beers my grandchildren would notice that I 
rode in a slightly wobbly manner and could be a hazard to others. For more

If a beer garden were to occur at Whittemore Park then recovering 
alcoholics would be wise to avoid the Town Center. 

If a beer garden is to come to Arlington it must be carefully planned 
to ensure a joyous venue such as exists in many European towns - 
not just a top-down haphazard effort to "make Arlington great again" 
by officials milking exploitable aspects of the Town and leading lights 
in the Chamber of Commerce whose interests are obviously 
commercial not necessarily in the best interests of the community. 
Many of the most ardent supporters of the Town Manager/Planning 
Department/Selectpersons' proposed Whittemore beer garden are 
individuals or groups who are dependent on these officials for 
appointments or licenses and so might not want to criticize the idea. 
European towns have many public pocket parks, town squares large 
and small with wonderful community attributes including sometimes 
beer gardens. I have experienced many including in Holland, France, 
the British Isles, Ireland, Switzerland, Belgium, Spain, and Italy. Their 






success is not due to cordoning off of entire public parks for private 
profit-making every summer weekend but depends on cultural and 
family cohesion and values and protection of public areas for 
enjoyment of all. 

One of my sons makes craft beer. That is not his day job but we all 
enjoy his product and he enjoys the fun gatherings with his beer. Let 
us not strangle the baby in its crib with poor location choice 
(Whittemore Park) for this innovative idea for Arlington. And let us 
not cut down any more trees until at least all those already cut down 
are replaced.
